lost the sensibility of the right half of the body, 
including the head, though there was uo loss of 
motion.

TUE MASTODON REMAINS AT COHOES. 


Professor Hall, in a letter to the Albany Ar¬ 
ons, gives the following account of the remains, of 
the great Mastodon recently discovered at Co¬ 
hoes : , , 

The discoveries of these remains have been made 
in the progress of excavation for the foundation of 
a new building of six hundred feet in length, for 
the Harmony Mills Company. The excavation has 
been made mainly in toe shoals of the Hudson 
River group ; and almost from the beginning has 
developed a series of “Potholes,” of greater or less 
extent,” worn by the ancient river, almost the entire 
extent of the building. 

My attention was .called to these interesting 
phenomena about the 20th of September, by Mr. 
V 'love, the agent of the Company ; but being 
only absent from Albany, I could not, at the 
5sit the place. The lower jaw-bone, with a 
bone of the foot, was found about toe 27th 
j September, and toe Hon. A. 8. Johnson, Regent 
of the University, and member of the Committee 
on the State Cabinet of Natural History, immedi¬ 
ately visited the spot, thus manifesting his interest 
in the remarkable discovery. 

Returning home on the morning of the 29th of 
September, I found a note from Judge Johnson 
apprising me of this discovery, and requesting me 
to go there, which I did on the same day, in com¬ 
pany with Dr. Woolworth, jtlie Secretary off the 
Board of Regents; and it was while making exam¬ 
inations in the peaty accumulations, that this gen¬ 
tleman discovered sticks of beaver-gnawed wood, 
adding a new feature of interest in connection with 
the deposit. Hon. John V. L. Pruyn, Chancellor 
of the Regents, and Dr. Vvoolworto called upon 
Mr. Wild, the President of the Company, residing 


served in the State Geological Museum. 

On Monday, Oct I, I visited the place again | 
but excavation had been stopped on the line of 
foundation, and arches had been or were being 
thrown across the- potholes, resting at their bases 
on the slate. Subsequently, however, it became 
necessary to excavate along a line about twenty- 
five feet deep, within the south wall of the build¬ 
ing, for the foundation of a line of pillurs.^djjjfe 
line was nearly across the centre of the deed 
pression of pothole, and being filled witb^P^P 
matter and the ancient river ooze, the work pro¬ 
gressed slowly from the frequent sliding of the 
adjacent matter into the trench, and finally the 
entire excavation was essentially cleared out, except 
on the south side. 

During the progress of the excavation, I visited 
the place several times; as I anticipated, and also 
predicted, that the other parts of the skeleton would 
be found! in toe deeper depression. When unable 
to be present myself, I sent an assistant to the 
place, and Mr. Whitfield made measurements and 
took notes of toe progress of the work, and of other 
facts of interest, and at the same time I made, and 
employed others to make, collections of the wood, 
oones, etc., found in this interesting locality. 

After repeated visits, we had the satisfaction of 
being present when, on Friday afternoon, Novem¬ 
ber 2, a considerable portion of the skeletoH was 
uncovered, and both Mr. Whitfield and myself 
made observations on the position and relations of 
toe bones as they lay in the bottom of toe cavity. 
While we were present, toe thigh bones were re¬ 
moved, when the pump gave out, and the water 
accumulated so fast that nothing mure could be 
done at that time. On the next day, a few more 
bones were removed, and on toe Monday following, 
toe cranium and upper jaw, the tusks, fourteen of 
the ribs, many vertebra, a part of toe pelvis, etc. 

When apprised of the discoveries of Friday even¬ 
ing, Hon. J. Y. L. Pruyn, Hon. A. S. Johnson and 
Dr. S. Woolworth, manifested their interest in toe 
matter by visiting toe place, and examining the 
bones. Some of the bones had been removed be¬ 
fore we arrived ; after that time a platform was con¬ 
structed and lowered by a tackle, and the cranium 
was lifted carefully upon it and brought up. The 
ieg-bones, pelvis, vertebne, etc., followed m the 
same manner, until every bone was safely deposited 
in the office of toe Company. A few uprated 
smaller bones were afterwards found, and placed 
with the others. On toe succeeding days of Tues¬ 
day, Wednesday and Thursday, the piace was ranted 
by myself or others, in the interest of toe State 
Geological Museum. ^, 

The bones were properly regarded as the.property 
of the Harmony Mills Company. I considered it 
my duty, in the interest of science, to wateh the 
work of excavation and ascertain all the facts ol 
interest, and assist in bringing out the bones witu 
proper care. Mr. Johnson, Mr. "Wild, and officers 
of the Company gave every facility, and manifested 
a great interest in the discovery and preservation 
of toe remains, and in all we were cheerfully aided 
by the Superintendent, Mr. Houlihan, and toe men 
under his charge, as well ashy Mr. MbEhyain and 
Mr. Safely, citizens of Cohoes. - * „ 

It was my duty, as it.has been my pleasure, to 

urge that the Mastodon should be placed in the 

State Geological Museum at Albany. This institu¬ 
tion is the result of the geological survey of . the 
State, which, in its publications and its. Museum, 
has laid the foundation of geological science in 
America. It is an. institution in which every citizen 
of the State should feel a pride, and to wMeh every" 
one should be glad to contribute whatever may 
■tend to its increase of perfection. These collections 
are always open to the public, and they are seen 
and examined by thousands of our citizous and the 
citizensq£,other-States every year.

The Chalets of the Alps.—T hose who have 
pot in person visited the Chalets can form but little 
idea of the primitive simplicity with which these 
rude .dwellings are built. In some places they are 
merely made of large stones piled on one another, 
with a sloping roof, and surrounded by a narrow 
gutter to carry off toe rain ; others, when situated 
within reach of the forests, are built of rough logs 
of wood, placed- across each other, the interstices 
being filled with moss and dried leaves ’; those are 
better than toe stone huts, as they are much 
warmer and retain less damp. The whole building 
is about 20 ft. by 14 ft, and divided by a slight 
wooden partition, the larger portion being used as 
a cowshed. Above this apartment, and under the 
a!an ting - roof, is toe place where the hay is stored, 


and vrh:ch forms the shepherd’s sleeping chamber. 
The remainder, a space of about 14 ft. by 6 ft. is 
reserved for kitchen and parlor, and, is not unfre- 
quently shared by one or two favorite goats, oreven 
a pig. This part is open to the roof, and through 
a trap-door, kept open by means of a long fir-pole, 
the smoke finds exit, chimneys not being in vogue.
